Claims 1, 26-27 are amended, claims 40-41 are canceled. 
New claims 46-50 are added. 

Amendments of specification overcome the objection to the disclosure. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3, 7, 9, 1 1-13, 26-30, 39, 44-52 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a plasma display panel 
comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 1 , particularly comprising a sealing layer located 
between the first and second substrate, the sealing layer extending in the second direction, the 
sealing layer has a thermal expansion coefficient of approximately 65x 10"' ~ 80 x 10"' /°C; and 
at least one of buffer or dielectric layer has the following composition: PbO at a ratio of 45% to

55%, B2O3 at a ratio of 10% to 20% and Si02 at a ratio of 15%-25%; along with other cited 
limitations. 

Regarding claim 26, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a plasma display panel 
comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 1, particularly comprising a sealing layer located 
between the first and second substrate, the sealing layer extending in the second direction, the 
sealing layer has a thermal expansion coefficient of approximately 65x 10"^ ~ 80 x 10"^ /°C; and 
at least one of buffer or dielectric layer has a thermal expansion coefficient of approximately 72x 
10"^ ~ 85 X 10"^ /°C, and thermal expansion coefficient of the at least one of the buffer layer or 
dielectric layer is different fi-om the thermal expansion coefficient of the sealing layer, along 
with other cited limitations. 

Claims 3, 7, 9, 1 1-13, 27-30, 39, 44-52 are allowed being dependent on allowed base claims. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment 
of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.
